Seventh Annual Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Board: 

During the year since the last annual report 
there have been several changes in the teaching 
force. In the grammar school Miss Clough left at 
the end of the fifth week of the winter term, and 
her successor, Miss’ Crosby, left at the end of the 
spring term. At the end ofspring term, Miss Sullt- 
van resigned her position in the primary schoo! 
after a long period of faithful service. 


Miss Adams, who has taken Miss Sullivan’ ; 
place came to us highly recommended after an ex 
perience cf several terms. Miss Butler, the princ: - 
pal, is a graduate ofthe Plymouth Nor nal Schox 
and has soccesshully taught in gramriar schoo 
for severa. years. With Mrs. Prescott and. Mr: 
Schaffer .ccupying their old positions, the schoo! ; 
are, In m’ Opinion, in avery prosperovs conditio’ 
so far as 1 lates to the work of the teac ters.

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two sides and need grading only. A new floor in 
the grammar school has not yet been laid, but 
other needs mentioned in the last report, fire gong, 
{nternational Dictionaries, physiologies, a school 
zarden at the rural school have been supplied. An 
excellent -ncyclopedia has been purchased, also 
several good maps. A considerable part of the ex- 
senditure ‘or books has been for additicnal copies 
of books already in use, needed as the schools grew. 
Now, with the schools becoming smaller again 
here will de opportunity to replace whole series 
ot books that are worn out or that are becoming 
out of date. We especially need bette: books for 
crades 5 aiid 6 in history, also geograph al, histo- 
ical and general readers. The appropriation of one 
hundred and fifty dollars annually for text-books 
and supplies should be continued for a year or 
two more, at least. 

A comparison of the Attendance Tables inclu- 
ded in this report with those of a year ago will 
show whether progress has been made toward that 
maximum of efficiency which is secured only when 
the schools reach, so far as is reasonably possible, 
every child during every day and every hour ofthe 
day in which they are in session. 

The per cent. of attendance for the school year 
of 1909-10 is, as prophesiedin my last report, con- 
siderable lower than for the preceding yéar. An 
attendance of only 86 per cent. means, translated 
into dollars, a loss equal to 14 per cent. of all the 


money expended for schools. The number of ca- 
ses of tardiness, deplorably large last year, had 
again increased by more than one third. The 336 


sue 


cases of dismissal do not include the cases of seve- 
ral pupils who were dismissed by special arrange- 
ment, every day tor long periods, to carry dinners 
or for similar reason. Added to the rest these would 
make a total of about 500. I need not add that tard- 
iness and dismissals also mean waste. 


Parents and interested citizens, in studying 
these items in the tables presented, should remem- 
ber that only a small part of the loss has’ been esti- 
mated when we consider the time lost by the 
child whois absent, tardy or dismissed, but that 
his entire class is retarded,—interest flags when 
two or three are absent, lessons must be repeated 
when they return. Then, too, the work of the 
school can hardly seem worth while to the child 
unless the school authorities, parents and the com- 
unity consider it of sufficient importance to insist 
on its regular performance. It is hoped that after 
carefully considering the story told by the statistics 
here given, that some at least will heartily support 
us in the attempt now being made to do away 
with allavoidable absence, tardiness and dismissals. 
Without such support such an attempt can gain 
no permanent success. 


A very considerable gain has already been 
made. ‘The percentage of attendancein the gram- 
mar school has been fairly high during both years. 
In the intermediate school, where it was lowest 
during the school year of 1909-10, it was highest 
of all during the term just completed. Though 
tardiness did increase in the year 1909-10, nearly 
half of the cases occurred during the thirteen 
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weeks of the fall term. In the twenty-two weeks 
of the remainder of the year the average per week 
is lowered nearly one-fourth, anda comparison of 
the 72 cases of the fall term just past with the 210 
cases of the fall term of a year ago is most gratify- 
ing. ; 

Dismissals for carrying dinners have been dis- 
continued, the time of the noon ‘ntermission being 
so changed as to make this unecessary. At the 
time of writing no pupils are being regularly dis- 
missed for any reason. Vigorous and persistent 
work is still needed to secure better attendance at 
the Primary and Rural schools. 


The School Board has left me free to define 
the duties of the superintendent's office in my own 
way. Iconsider that the duty of the superintend- 
ent will by no means be discharged when the few 
children attending public school are properly 
cared for. Our duty to the children, any consid- 
eration of the welfare, the safety even, of the com- 
unity, demands not only that every child shall 
have an opportunity to attend school, but, that 
that opportunity shall be accepted and the rudim- 
ents of an education secured by every one. Lack 
of interest on the parents’ part should make no 
difference; the parents’ poverty must not be a bar- 
rier. Better for the community to furnish shoes 
for one family of children now, than to support a 
dozen illiterate families a generation hence. 

I believe that there do not exist 53 illiterate 
children in Allenstown without some removable 
cause. In the two towns of which Suncook is the 
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industrial center, 107 illiterate children are report- 
ed, 71 of these bern in New Hampshire, 7 more 
elsewhere in the United States, and only 29 born 
in foreign countries (usually Canada’. It has 
seemed a duty tc look up very carefully those 
children reported ‘‘Not in any school’’, and to se- 
cure information as to irregularity of «ttendance 


in the parochial school. As no money was avail- 
able for a thorcugh-goiig investigation by the 
local truant officer, aid was asked from the State 
Department of Public Instruction. he state 
truant officer mace us two extended visits. In his 
thorough investigation he has been helped in every 
possible way by all local authorities both of the 
public and the parochial schools. 


The reports of the state truant officer offer 
convincing evidence that provision should be 
made for regular work by the local truant officer. 
The parochial school registers about two hundred 
Allenstown children. A considerable number of 
these are from families similar in ideals to those 
whose children help to make the attendance 
record of the primary and the rural school unsat- 
isfactory. Moral suasion has never been success- 
ful in cases of this type, in the public schools; I 
assume that we cannot safely leave the parochial 
school without the regular assistance of the truant 
officer. For the work required during the com- 
ing year, fifty dollars, at the very least, should be 
appropriated, and from this amount the truant of- 
ficer should be paid for the time he is actually em- 


te 


ployed, at such rate per hour as shall be fixed 
by vote of the district at the school meeting. 


The attendance situation is very much com- 
plicated by the fact that the schools of Suncook are 
under three distinct administrations. Some child- 
ren, by moving back and forth, are bound to es- 
cape all three of them part ofthetime. Arrange- 
ments should be made by which transfers to and 
from the parochial school should be made only at 
the end of aterm. In my own opinion nothing 
short of uniting the two towns into one union. 
School district will be a satisfactory solution of the 
whole matter? ‘Thus, one school board, one sup- 
erintendent, one truant officer, would be respone- 
ible for placing in some school every child in Sun- 
cook. So far as I know there are only two other 
villages in the state situated in two town, viz: 
Tilton and Penacook. [n both these villages a 
union school district provides for the children on 
both sides of the town line. 


The organization of such a union district 
would make possible, in some cises, the consolic- 
ation of s-hools, which would resultin a saving cf 
expense, or else a gain in efficiency by giving few- 
er grades to a room anc more pupils to a grade. 
Even witiout such a «nion siich consolidation 
could be . ffected in som2cases, fthe school board 
should b: authorized to send :o the Pembroke 
schools such grades as th ey shou id consider advis- 
able. I> the village school continues to grow 
smaller a teacher could be dropr 2d without serious 
harm if a small part of the mone 7 thus saved could 
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be used to pay tuitions of pupils in one or two of 
the upper grades. ‘The two pupils, now in grade 
eight would much benefited by uniting with a 
larger class. 

I would, then, make recommendations as 
follows: 

Ist.—That the grading of the village grounds 
be provided for. | 

2nd.—That money be raised for a new floor 
in the grammar school, for one good teachers’ 
desk, for two desk chairs, and two sand tables. 

3rd.—That the school board report one hun- 
dred and fifty doilars needed for text-books and 
supplies. 

4th.—That the appropriation for employing 
a truant officer be increased to fifty dollars, and 
that from this sum the school board pay him at 
such rate per hour as the district shall vote. 

5th.—That a resolution be presented at the 
district meeting authorizing the school board to 
contract with other towns for the tuition of pupils.

Report of the School Board. 


Our Superintendent has made such a complete 
report and covered the ground so thoroughly that 
there is very little the School Board can add. 

In order to increase the interest of the pupils, 
and to lessen tardiness, each school has been of- 
fered a little treat for going three weeks without a 
tardy mark. Mrs. Prescott’s room has earned 
four; Mrs Schaffer’s, two, and Mrs. Butler’s, one. 
These seven treats have cost the district something 
over $10.00, and while the expense is not absolu- 
tely necessary, yet, we feel that the added interest 
it has created justifies the expense. 

The end of the present term will show a 


marked decrease in tardiness and excuses, and 
unless there should be an unusual amount of sick- 


ness the attendance will show a gain. 

It is the feeling of the School Board that uf 
Allenstown could retain its present Superintendent 
and teachers for six or eight years more, illiteracy 
would be wiped out. 

Three hundred dollars will probably cover 
the cost of tuition for the coming year.
